He does noi believe it would 
be in the interest of the men. Congress 
notoriously objects to increasing wages. 
Government clerks in Washington have 
been appealing for years for an addition to 
their salaries without success. 

The recent award by the arbitrators in 
the matter of the application for increase 
in wages by the conductors and trainmen 
in eastern territory will give approximately 
$6,000,000. annually to these men.

Expects Reversal of Decision. 


Mr. Leuch produced the records which 
amply verified his last statement. Then he 
continued: 

“The decision of Judge Reid was on a de- 
murrer. The merits of the case were not 
thrashed out. I do not doubt for a moment 
that the Supreme court will reverse that 
decision. But should. the Reld decision be 
sustained, there would still be no graft.

The eight 
counts stricken out charged dissemination of 
information for the practice of “race sui- 
cide,” 

The only question at issue here is a nar- 
row one, ruled the judge.

David D. Stansbury opened the argument 
for the government. He denounced the lit- 
tle master as a sex neurasthenic”’ and 
the book as a mess of unspeakable filth.” 

Thie so-called little master 
in the philosophy of lust,“ said the prose- 
cutor. “ The book is so full of immorality as 
to be a menace. It was conceived and writ- 
ten by a sex cevurotic. 


Calls Book Diabolical Filth.” 

“It is the most diabolical filth ever put 
into print, ard ncne but a mind like his would 
nave dared te print it.

Preceding the arguments the defense at- 
tempted to justify the book on medical 
grounds.

_ HUERTA IN FEAR 
OF A CONSPIRACY 


Imprisoned Deputies of For- 
mer Congress Placed in 
Separate Cells. 


STILL OTHERS ARRESTED 


Executions Are Expected to Fol- 
low; Rebels Prepare to At- 
tack Chihuahua. 


| [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

Mexico City, Mex, Nov. 27.—President 
Huerta gave orders this morning that the 
deputies of the previous congress who were 
arrested when the congress was dissolved 
and Huerta assumed the role of dietator 
are to be placed in separate cells and not 
allowed to communicate even with their 
families. 

The deputies have hitherto enjoyed the 
greatest liberty in the penitentiary and it 
Was expected they shortly would be re- 
leased. Several of the 110 men arrested in 
the chamber of deputies on the charge that 
they were in conspiracy with the rebels 
have been released on habeas corpus writs. 

There are now in prison about 100 ex-dep- 
uties. It Is believed the reason of Huerta’s 
order was the receipt of confirmation by the 
provisional president that a plot was on 
foot to seize the capital when the main body 


of federal troops had left the city to pro- 


ceed against the northern rebels. 


Huerta Fears a Conspiracy. : 
That Gen. Huerta wanted it understood 
that the arrest of the deputies was due to his 
belief that there was really a conspiracy 
against his régime and that it was not a mere 
jsubterfuge to dissolve congress was indicated 
‘by the arrest of many deputles who were not 
in Mexico ‘City at tie time. Among these 
were the Vera Cruz deputies, Armando Des- 
champs, Delfino’ Victoria, Silvestre Aguilar, 
and Tomas Pineiro. They were arrested in 
Vera Cruz, brought here, formally arraigned 
on charges of sedition and acts tending to 
disturb publie order by Judge Francisco P. 
Garcia of the Second District court and 
placed in the penitentiary. 

It is thought probable the execution of sev-

to discredit Madero. 

Whatever the truth Zapata remained out 
with no diminution in his popularity or 
his force. Huerta, though for some time 
campaigning against him, never did him 
any serious damage. Much less was he 
able to stop his raids. 


Bands Still Terrorize South. 

Since Huerta has become president bis 
generals have had no more success than did 
h> during Madero’s day. Zapata and his 
men still terrorize all of Morelos and parts 
of Pueblo, Michoacan, and Guerrero. 

In the latter two states he operates in 
conjunction with the rebel leader, Gertrude 
Sanchez. Sanches was originally a cow- 
boy around Saltillo in the state Coabuila. 
Under Madero he became a colonel and 
was stationed in Guerrero. When Madero 
fell Sanchez and his force took the field 
against Huerta's government. 

While the federal government holds the 

chief towns in the territory over which 
these two forces operate, it is unable te 
prevent the rebels from doing as they 
please. 
The electric light plant. of Morelia, the 
capital of Michoacan, has for some time 
been in the possession of the rebels, though 
Morelia has a federal garrison. If the 
town does not send out a designated sum 
of money to the rebels every morning they 
are not permitted any electric light that 
evening. 


Cripple Railway Service. 

The Zapatistas interfere with the rail- 
ways whenever they wish. Most of the 
railway service in their territory is en- 
tirely suspended. The lines which are 
open seldom run anything but military 
trains which are generally shot up and 
frequently wrecked. 

A short time ago a military train com- 
ing from south of Cuernavaca was shot 
up a number of times before reaching that 
place. The train spent the night at the 
station in Cuernavaca. The Zapatistas 
then shot up the station during the night. 
The next day they repeated the perform- 
ance several times between 
and Mexico City. This was the first train 


of any kind which had gotten through in 


ten days. 
When the Zapatistas wreck a train they 


generally burn it and boot the survivors 
as they craw! out of the ruins. 


Newspapers Lie to Public.

The papers in Mexico City constantly

or captured the Zapatistas. They will 
sometimes bring into and march through 
the streets of Mexico City prisoners who 
they claim are Zapatistas.

appear and are seldom men captured really 
under arms, 

As.a matter of fact the federal troops 
as usual stick close to the larger towns 
and railways and make no real effort to 
come in contact with the Zapatistas. 

The federal government is even unable 
to keep them from getting arms and am- 
munition. In the north they can and do 


blame the United States whenever the 


rebels get any supplies. In the south, | 


however, they have no such excuse. 
The Zapatistas recently stole mules all |

from near Cuernavaca and sent them down 
to a port on the southern coast of Yuener». 
Here a large quantity of arms and am- 
munition had been landed. This was 
packed on the mules and then distributed 
to Zapata’s and Sanchez’s forces. 


Torture and Murder Enemies.. 
With all the savagery of the Zapatistas 
they often do distinguish between those 
whom. they have marked as their enemies 
and those against whom they have n> 
grudge. They not only have murdered but

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| INSULL ANSWERS 
COUN CIL CRITICS 


President of Commonwealth 
Edison Company Defends 
Aldermen’s Tactics. 


SHIED ONLY: AT POLITICS, 


Says He Insisted Merely That Re- 
duction Be Based on Eco- 
nomic Principle. 


Critics of the methods of the city council 
in regulating the rates of the Commonwealth 
Edison company were answered yesterday 
by Samuel Insull, president of the company. 

In an interview, during which he déclined 
to discuss individual attacks upon the light 
rate ordinance passed on Wednesday, he in- 
dicated his belief that the administrative 
officers of the city and the large majority of 
the council had manifested the spirit of co- 
operation necessary to obtain the greatest 
benefits for the public. 

He said the company’s only insistence had 
been that the rate‘fixing be kept free from 
politics and be considered purely as an eco- 
nomic problem. 


No Political Proposition. 

“My point of view and the point of view 
of the Commonwealth Edison company.“ 
Mr. Insull said, is that rate making is an 
economic, not a political proposition. 

“If we were discussing a contract ordi- 
nance simply on the basis of what might give 
the greatest rediiction to the greatest possi- 
ble number of customers at the moment, we 
would take an entirely different position 
from that we naturally take when discussing 
the. proposition from the point of view as to 
what would be conducive in the long run to 
the lowest possible cost of energy, and con- 
sequently the lowest possible rates. 

At a time when, according to the reports 
of the city’s experts, a very large number 
of the customers of the Commonwealth 
Edison company obtain thelr servicé—even 
at the maximum rate—at a price lower than 
the actual cost, the question to be considered 
is how the rates can be adjusted so as to help 
reductions in cost, which reductions in cost 
must necessarily be followed by further re- 
duction in maximum rates. 


Cites Economic Problem. 

“The principal items in the cost of energy 
are interest and depreciation, and, looking at 
it from an economic point of view, and not 
from a political point of view, the problem 


of energy for a given investment—or, to put 
it another wan for A given amount of interest 
and depreciation. 

The more energy. that can be produced 
for a given investment, the lower is the in- 
terest charge per unit, and undoubtedly the 
city expert, City Electrician Palmer, had this 
idea in view when he made his report, which 


to be solved igs how to sell the most units. 


| 
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was practically accepted by the Edison com- 
pacy. 

The last thing the Edison company wants 
to bs guilty of is that of ignoting the destres 
of the city authorities chosen to protect the 
community. I do not consider that in ineist- 
ing that this subject should be dealt with on 
an economic basis the Edison nnr took 
any such position. 


Many Small Customers. 

“The best evidence that its method of 
charging for energy meets with general ac- 
ceptance in the community is the fact that 
the Commonwealth Edison company. has 
more emall customers than any company in 
the world and that it sells more electrical 
energy than any two of the large companies 
in the metropolitan cities of the east. 

Chicago far years has been the Mecca of 


engineers engaged in the business of dis- 


tributing electrical energy on account of its 
very low average rates, its average income. 
at the present being lower than the average 
cost of energy in the metropolitan district of 
London. This result is brought about by the 
enormous massing of the production and dis- 
tribution of energy in the city of Chicago as 
compared with the production and distribu- 
tion in the city of London. 

“As an evidence of this I would state that 
the total output of energy of all the com- 
panies in Great Britain and Ireland only ex- 
ceeds by a slight percentage the output of 
the Commonwealth Edison company. 


Argues for Stability. 

“The necessity for dealing with this sub- 
ject on the basis of a long time contract 
is owing to the fact that the stability of 
the enterprise should not be disturbed every 
year or so. During the period of the con- 
tract ordinance passed by the council on 
Wednesday the capital expenditures of the 
Commonwealth-Edison company probably 
will exceed $25,000,000. By capital expendi- 
tures I mean the money paid out for ex- 
tensions of the distribution system and for 
building new plants entirely outside 2 op- 
erating expenses. 

“This vast sum of money can adie be 
raised at a reasonable rate of interest if 
the business is looked upon as stable and 
having ample earning capacity. 

“Instead of the reductions of price put 
into operation by the Commonwealth-Edi- 
son company from time to time as rapidly 
as the reduction of cost makes it possible 
being given as a reason for making a short 
term contract, credit should be given the 
company for acting voluntarily and not un- 
der compulsion. 

“ As an evidence of the vast sums of money 
spent for extensions by the Edison com- 
pany, I would instance that at the pres- 
ent time we are installing additions to the 
plant which, of themselves, exceed in horse- 
power the justly much heralded hydro-elec- 
tric development at Keokuk. 


Denies Withholding Cost Data, 
We have been criticised for withholding 
data about our cost when, as a matter of 
fact, the technical journals of the country 
from time to time contain more information 
about the cost of production of the Common- 
wealth-Edison company than about any 
other company in the country. 

My personal ambition is to produce the 
largest possible amount of energy at the 
lowest possible cost to the community. This 
ean only be accomplished by producing it 
in very large quantities under conditions 
that enable us to sell it retail to the con- 


umers of Chicago and wholesale to large 
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users both in a the city of Chicago and in the 
surrounding territory. 7 

“We recognize absolutely that business 
of this character should be very closely regu- 
lated, but we believe the best results can be 
obtained by close cobperation between the 
company producing energy and the author- 
ities regulating that company, rather than by 
making a political issue of the subject.”

Use of Mails by Unscrupulons

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[Special.]— 
Numerous land swindles, some of them 
of gigantic proportions. are being investi- 
gated by the -portoffice department in col- 
laboration with the department of justice. 
Ar. avélanche of indictments in various parts 
of the ‘country, but particularly in the west, 
are expecied to result from the inquiry with- 
in the next few months. 

One of the fake land selling games which 
was brought to the attention of the govern- 
ment less than a month ago, involves mall 
order operations by which more than $1,000,- 
00 has been obtained from small investors 
by a ring of promoters in the northwest. 

The literature sent out by the ganz depicted 
fertile acres and blossoming orchards to 
be obtained for only $200 an acre. It is 
charged that a large part of the area so glow- 
ingly represemted in reality is a desert. 


Grew Under Hitchcock. 
The mail order land swindling industry 
took on new life as a result of the policy of 


of fake concerns from the mails by the issu- 
ance of fraud orders. 

He was of the opinion that these sharks 
could be suppressed more effectually by 
criminal prosecutions. But the result was 
that while the few swindiers who were ar- 
rested were awaiting trial they continued to 
enrich themselves by their operations 
through the mails. 

Postmaster General Burleson has ordered 
the resumption of the policy of issuing fraud 
orders against swindlers, while at the same 
time criminal prosecutions will be pushed 
with vigor. A large amount of the informa- 
tion concerning land fakes comes to the 
agricultural department. Thisis turned over 
to the postoffice department in cases in which 
the majis have been used and in other cases 
is forwarded to the state having jurisdiction 
of the crime. 


Has Cases of Many Victims. 

W. J. Spillman, agricuiturist in charge of 
the office of farm management, has a filing 
cabinet stuffed with stories of land shark 
victims. 

There are, of course, many’ promotiop 
schemes based on actual merit.“ Mr. Spill- 
man says, “gout the point to which I wish 
to call particular attention ig the fact that 
there are Many of these schemes which are 
practically fraudulent: that is, the promo- 
ters misrepresent the facts concerning the 
agricultural possibilities of the land and 
charge prices enormously greater than con- 
ditions justify. 


“Fruit Lands” Not Fruit Lands. 

In a few instances, though, land is being 
sold for exorbitant prices, sometimes rang- 
ing as high as 8000 an acre under the repre- 
sentation that the purchaser may expect to 
win an income of $1,000 per acre from the 
production of fruit, when as a matter of fact 
the land is not at all adapted to fruit culture,”

Owners of Bonds Perplexed. 

Owners of bonds ate engulfed in perplexi- 
tles regarding the disclosure of proprietor- 
ship, the claiming of exemptions, and scores 
of other fine points which have puszled even 
the income tax experts. 

Bond issuing corporations are involved ip 
prodigious acceunting operations necessi- 
tated by withholding the tax on their obli- 
gations, separating their exemptions from 
their taxable creditors and turning the money 
over to the government. : 

The internal revenue bureau soon will be 
swamped with millions of certificates of the 
ownership of bonds which will rain down 
upon Washington every month as the semi- 
annual coupons of thousands of corporations 
become due. ' 

A vast force of clerks, many times larger 
than congress has provided, will be required 
to sort these certificates, compare them with 
the reports of corporations and the schedules 
ef taxpayers in order to detect evasions of 
the tax. 


Bureau Gets Many Complaints. 

The bureau is receiving several hundred 
letters a day submitting the perplexities of 
taxpayers. The collection at the source 
scheme is shown to be the etumbling biock 
in nine out of ten cases. Bondholders are 
| complaiming egainst many features of 
regulations, particularly the requirement to 
file certificates of ownership. Persons own- 
ing fifty bonds, for example, will be compelled 
to make out fifty certificates, writing in the 
numbers of the securities and signing their 
names on each one. 

The income tax officials foresee much trou- 
ble in dealing with the changing ownership 
of bonds. Millions of these securities change 
hands every few months. Certificates of the 
ownership of these bonds will bear entirely 
different names at different times, and the 
work of verification will be volurniaous. 


Many Officials Favor Change.

LEsoON OF AN EPIDEMIC. 

HE city health authorities advise us 
from time to time. The orgahized 
opposition from time to time advises 
us to disregard the health depart- 
ment. The man of the street would 

like to know whose advice to take. 

On Nov. 18 I read that twenty years 
ago, on Noy. i3, 1803. Health Commie- 
sioner Reynolds of Chicago prophesied. 
“We shall no doubt have a great deal of 
smallpox this winter.” I thought my 
people would like to know whether Dr. 
Reynolds knew what he was talking about. 
It might help them to decide whether to 
accept or reject present day advice. 

Turning ta the records I found that a 
case of smallpox came to -hicago on June 
12, 1893. There was one death in June, 
one in August, one in September, four in 
October, and two in November. 

On Nov. 14 Dr. Reynolds wrote to Al- 
bert Lane, superintendent of Chicago 
schools, of the impending storm. 
17 Archbishop Feehan sent out a circular 
letter advising vaccination. Eighteen hun- 
dred apd ninety-three clo:-d with a record 
of 140 cases and 23 deaths. 

In eu, 1893, the mayor and 
health commissioner began communicating 
with the council ahput the condition. The 
cotmeil did not act until April, 1894. . 

The record for 1894 is awful. 
partment treated 2,332 cases of smallpot 
There were 
1.033 deaths from the disease. During 
the year forty people dead from smallpox 
were found in abandoned houses. Whether 
the unkortunates were deserted while still 
alive there was no way of knowing. 

The official report safs that for a while 
in May the cases came so Yast that the 
clerks could not keep the record straight.

CARE OF THERMOMETER. 

Sanitary writes: Do you deem it advisa- 

ble for every one to have his own clinica‘ 
thermometer? The redson I ask is that ir a 
great many cases that ha ye come to my no- 
tice the doctor simply rinses his thermome- 
ter off in a glass of water, drics it with his 
handkerchief or towel, and puts it back in 
the case.

Furnishes Surprise by Win- 
ning Second Game in 
Twenty-one Years. 


FRITZ STAR OF CONTEST. 


Recovers Blocked Ball for Score 


and Also Makes 30 Yard 
Run for Touchdown. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 27.—Cornell closed 
its erratic season this afternoon by defeating 
the University of Pennsylvania for the geo- 
ond time im the twenty-one years the two 
teams have met in football contests.

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Apathetic Public Hears 
Wagnerian Music-Drama

AGNER’® art no longer commands the 
wonder and admiration of the public 
that supports opera in America, That 
much has been made clear by the at- 
titude of operagoers at any time dur- 

ing the last five years. That his music will 
live long in the concert hall seems equally 
clear, and the conclusion that it is there that 
it really belongs becomes unavoidable after 
witnessing the apathetic reception accorded a 


performance of Die Walküre“ by the small

rium 

it the public finds that the opportunities for 
vecal display dear to the hearts of this gen- 
eration of music lovers are scant, it also has 
grown to regard the slow moving and dreary 
action as something too tedious to be enjoyed, 

pecially after partaking of a Thanksgiving 

nner. A capable cast that included the great 
Claussen and the equally great Whitehill as its 
particular stars, and that numbered Dalmores, 
Jane Osborn-Hannah, Margaret Keyes, and 
Henri Scott among its lesser luminaries, was 
able to provoke slight response from this 
phlegmatic gathering. The playing of the or- 
chestra under Conductor Winternits fell upon 
ears and minds as unresponsive. Tedium 
reigned unrelieved save when Whitehill or 
Claussen commanded momentary expressions of 
interest by some passage of particular vocal 
luster. For that is what the public wants— 
vocal display. 

; — 

Certain varieties thereof —fortunately rare 
were set forth in the first act by Mr. Dalmores, 
who assumed responsibility for the lyric duties 
of Siegmund. It may be well to preface de- 
tailed consideration for his share in the per- 
formance by stating that he evidently does 
not regard this part as suited to a display of 
lyric art. When he appears to represent Gallic 
ideals of song Mr. Dalmores is an artist of re- 
finement and resource. When he crosses the 
Rhine he leaves all such ideals behind him and 
becomes, for the moment, a German tenor— 
quite the best representative of the clan that 
it has ever been the writer's good fortune to 
hear, but a German nevertheless. 

It is impossible for him to disguise the 
splendid native qualities of his resonant voice 
even though he elects to be an exponent of 
Wagnerian déclamation.. As the mysteries of 
this art have been imparted to him they ap- 
pear to be concerned with much strenuous and 
distressing effort in short breathed, explosive 
utterance. Thus his. song becomes guilty of 
many offenses against the laws of melody, 
though, occasionally it was sufficiently innocent 
in its conception of the pitch. 

However, these departures from “the narrow 
path of intervallic rectitude” had not that ele- 
ment of Téutonic artlessness so uniformly, if 
inadvertently practiced by German tenors. Mr. 
Dalmores is never artless. Whatever he does 
results from clearly perceived intention. He 
believes that Wagner should be declaimed. His 
colleagues in the cast were not averse to song 
that included declamation. Mme. Osborn-Han- 
nah and Mr. Scott gave some splendid ex- 
amples of this art of-lyric declamation in the 
first act. Mr. Whitehill, Mme. Claussen, and 
Miss Keyes were similarly convincing in later 
divisions of the work. Whitehill was match- 
less and masterful as Wotan. Mme. Claussen, 
though seemingly weary. gave lavishly of her 
glorious voice. Miss Keyes, also tired from 
her labors in the afternoon, was yet able to 


‘make the brief utterances of Fricka attractive 


in tone and convincing in mood.

Mme. Zeppilll's interpretation of the title 
role ih “Madama Butterfly” delighted a large 
matinée audience.

The Symphony Matinee. 


An audience neither large nor overdemon- 
strative greeted the special Thanksgiving day 
performance which opened the week’s series of 
the Chicago Symphony orchestra program, this 
despite the selection of offerings in the main 
as familiar as they are melodious. 

The week's novelty is the Midsummer 
Wake,” a rhapsody by the Swedish contempo. 
rary, Hugo Alfven. It is an admirable develop- 
ment of folk songs. Its several themes are 
first sung ‘by different solo instruments among 
the woodwinds, later to be taken up and en- 
larged by the strings, with a particularly in- 
teresting melody from the English horn, For 
the violins remains the introduction of the 
dance theme, which opens the second division 
and leads to a brilliant coda. 

The work is strongly suggestive of both the 
Scandinavian and North German peoples in 
their festival moods. Its interest lies not so 
much in the melodies themselves as in the sin- 
cerity and novelty of treatment, It is a com. 
position which can easily bear repetition dur- 
ing the season. 

— 

Mr. Stock has placed many inspiring inter- 
pretations to his credit during the last eight 
years. Any one of them justifies including his 
name among the great orchestral conductors of 
the present. But repeated hearings bring the 
conviction that his reading of the Franck D 
minor symphony is beautiful above all else 
that he has done. Its every inflection is great; 
ite song serenely noble; its vast and awe in- 
spiring peroration the moment of supermost 
beauty in the whole range of symphonic art. 
It expands beyond all terrestrial things. It 
reaches out toward the infinite. The perform- 
ance yesterday was memorable among many 
great performances of the work. 

The program opened with the Sakuntala 
overture of Carl Goldmark, which carries an 
abundance of sustained melody and important 
passages for the brass choir in a protracted 
fanfare, imitated by the woodwind, developed 
further in the composition by the strings, and 
forming the background for the entire second 
portion of the overture. Alternating with this 
jubilant theme is the warm melody first an- 
nounced in the lower strings and woodwind, 
expressive of the basic idea of the Indian 
drama, which constitutes, we are told, one of 
the classical poetic masterpieces of the east.

In marked contrast to the rest of the pro- 
gram is Debussy's Afternoon of a Faun,” the 
placid, songful example of the art which De- 
bussy had in abundance in the comparatively 
early years when the prelude was written. 

The holiday traditions were further carried 
out in the remaining offerings, Georg Schu- 
mann’s “‘Dance of Nymphs and Satyrs,” from 
the “Amor and Psyche,” and Glazounow’s 
“Scenes de Ballet.“ which closed the program. 
The Russian composition, graceful, but a bit 
wearisome in its longer moments, was admira- 
bly presented by Mr. Stock. The program will

Interwiew Laws Are Ideal. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—American

CALCULATOR. WHOSE ABILITY 
PUZZLED EXPERTS DIES POOR. 


Reuben Field of Missouri Succumbs in 
Poorhouse—Thought Strange Gift 
Would Depart if He Sought Money. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 27.—Reuben Field, 
whose phenomenal powers as a rapid cal- 
culator have puzzled expert mathematicians 
from all parts of the country, died today 
of apoplexy at the Jackson county farm, 
where he had been cared for since 1907. He 
was 70 years old. 

Field’s brain specialized on figures. Ap- 
parently without ambition and always de- 
pendent upon others, he regarded mathe- 
matical powers as a gift of God that would 
be taken from him if he turned it to worldly 
gain.
